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Minister 

denies 

request

Request denied! 

The Minister of Health, 
Halvar Jonson says he will not 
order a corporate or departmen¬ 
tal review of the local health au¬ 
thority despite formal requests 
from the area towns and county. 

A letter dated June 3, arrived 
at town office signed by the Hon. 
Halvar Jonson. 

"After considering the Health 
authority's overall performance, 
I have decided that such an ex¬ 
tensive undertaking could not be 
supported," Jonson's letter 
stated. 

Representatives from Dids- 
bury, Mountain View County, 
Carstairs, and Cremona went to 
Edmonton to ask the Minister to 
conduct an independent corpo¬ 
rate review of the Health Au¬ 
thority Five. The councillors, and 
mayors went to Edmonton to 
express concerns about the op¬ 
erations of the local authority. 

The community was worried 
about the future of the hospital 
after the authority revealed it 
would undertake a program re¬ 
view of the Didsbury and Dis¬ 
trict Hospital. The review was as 
result of the region's request for 
funds to renovate the auxiliary 
portion of the facility. The prov¬ 
ince requires a review of the us¬ 
age of the other spaces and beds. 
The region's numbers showed 
that there was a supposed under¬ 
utilization of the acute care beds, 
and the region's CAO admitted 
that beds from that area of the 
hospital could be closed and 
moved into other areas. 

A number of public meetings 
in the community followed, and 
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the town council felt that they 
experiencing problems commu¬ 
nicating and getting information 
from the region authrorities re¬ 
garding their concerns about the 
local facility, and chose to go to 
the minister with the request for 
a corporate review. 

The decline of that request is 
frustrating to the local officials 
who fought long and hard to 
prove the need to review how the 
Didsbury Hospital is regarded at 
the regional level. 
When representatives returned 
from the meeting with Jonson 
many indicated that although 
they felt the minister would be 
unlikely to order an expensive 
independent corporate review, 
they suspected that at least the 
minister would order an internal 
departmental review, that would 
address residents' concerns. 


"Even that was declined," said 
a frustrated Didsbury CAO, Evan 
Parliament. "The message is 
clear... We are basically being 
told we have to get along with 
RHA5." 

In fact, Jonson's letter says, "I 
would encourage you to continue 
to work with the Health Author¬ 
ity to ensure that it has a com¬ 
prehensive communications pro¬ 
gram that will keep Albertans, 
living in your commmunities, 
informed about its planning and 
priorities for the health region. I 
trust that you will encourage an 
effective relationship between 
the public and the Authority, 
resulting in the best possible ac¬ 
cess to health services and public 
confidence in the health system." 

Didsbury Mayor, Ray Lea says 
communication is a problem, but 
it is far more than that and he

will not let the issue die at the 
hands of the minister. They still 
feel there are problems with the 
health region, and they will try 
other avenues of having them 
addressed. 

We've got to get through to 
the (RHA5) board," said Lea. "We 
won't let it stop here. We re still 
going to try to get some answers." 

Parliament says during the 
meeting in Edmonton in April, 
Jonson repeatedly told the rep¬ 
resentatives that the local health 
region was one of the better ones 
in the province in relation to their 
finances. 

"But, that’s not our issue," says 
Parliament. He says the issues 
they want to see addressed are the 
lack of communication, the lack of 
leadership from the region and 
the local facility, and the lack of 
marketing the viability of the lo¬ 


cal hospital. 

Parliament and Lea agree they 
will honor the letter from Jonson, 
but will not let the issues be bur¬ 
ied. 

Both men suspect that the tim¬ 
ing of their request may have 
worked against them because the 
province had just finished dealing 
with major problems in the 
lakeland region, which was a very 
costly proposition. 

”1 guess I am not really sur¬ 
prised by it,” says Parliament. 

Local MLA, Richard Marz is 
however surprised that there was 
no clear direction or indication of 
what would be done to protect the 
interests at the Didsbury Hospi¬ 
tal in the letter from the Minister. 

"It doesn't totally reflect the 
conversations I've been having," 
says Marz.

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Apology gives 
absolute discharge

An Olds woman was given an absolute discharge after 
pleading guilty to causing disturbance. 

On May 4, 1999, a 44 year old Olds woman caused a "verbal 
tirade" at the Olds High School, after her son was allegedly 
threatened by classmates. 

Just a few days after the high school shooting in Taber, AB, 
her son refused to go to school because he said there was a "hit 
list" out on several students. 

She called the school to talk to the vice principal about this 
supposed "hit list," but was told that she couldn't come to the 
phone. 

The angry mother then went down to the high school to 
again speak to the vice principal, but was again told she was 
too busy talk. 

She then "verbally abused" the high school secretary, accord¬ 
ing to Crown prosecutor Danny Elliott. 

"I panicked," said the woman in court. "I just wondered why 
(the vice principal's) presentation would be more important 
than these kids' lives." 

Before her court appearance last Wednesday, she had apolo¬ 
gized to the school superintendent, the two vice principals and 
a school counsellor for her comments. 

Judge William Gilbert gave her an absolute discharge on this 
offence citing her apologies . 

"Your behaviour was rather inappropriate,” said Judge 
Gilbert. "Your example is the wrong kind of example to be 
setting to your children and other children." 

Baseball bat 
attack leads to jail

A 39-year-old Olds man will spend the next nine months in 
jail after being convicted of attacking another man with a 
baseball bat. 

Travis Anderson was found guilty in Didsbury provincial 
court last Monday of assault with a weapon. 

Anderson hit the adult male victim on the head and shoul¬ 
ders with the aluminium bat on March 21, 1999, court heard. 

The assault took place at an Olds residence following an 
argument between the men over a mutual acquaintance. 

The victim testified the accused struck him several times in 
quick succession. 

"Travis came in the door with the baseball bat ... he starts 
swinging ... he's after me with the bat." 

The victim required stitches to close three head wounds. He 
also lost the use of his right arm for a month. 

Anderson later provided a statement to police, portions of 
which were read out in open court. 

"He damaged my house so I damaged him,” Anderson told 
police. "I hit him with it (bat) a couple of times." 

Anderson testified he was acting in self-defence following an 
earlier altercation with the victim. 

He said he picked up the bat "just in case he tried to come 
after me again" and carried it to a residence where the assault 
occurred. 

Anderson admitted striking the victim several times. 

"I didn’t want to make him bleed. I just wanted to talk. I 
didn't mean to cut his head open," he said, adding he was 
"extremely intoxicated" at the time. 

Prosecutor Les Grieve told court the accused has a lengthy 
criminal record, including numerous convictions for assault. 

Judge William Gilbert found Anderson guilty. 

"This man is a danger to the community," said Gilbert. 

On June 28, Anderson plead guilty before Judge G. Clozza to 
a charge of driving with a blood alcohol greater than 80 mg per 
cent. Anderson was handed a three month jail sentence to run 
consecutive to the sentence above.

Inmate walks out 
of prison custody

Police were on the scour 
last week to find a convict who 
escaped from the Bowden In¬ 
stitute. 

At about 6 a.m. on Wednes¬ 
day, guards on duty at the 
minimum security farm annex 
portion of the prison discov¬ 
ered that one of the inmates 
had walked away from the 
grounds. The escape was dis¬ 
covered after a routine pris¬ 
oner count. 

An immediate search of the 
area conducted by both prison 
staff and local police failed to 
locate Donald James Irvine. 

Irvine had been serving time 
on a 12 year and two month 
sentence for five counts of rob¬ 
bery, dangerous operation of a 
motor vehicle, and possession 
of property obtained in a crime. 
He had been in Bowden since 
February of 1992, and his war¬ 
rant expires August 4 of 2004. 

Prison officials believe 
Irvine escaped the grounds 
between the hours of 4:30 a.m. 


and 6 a.m. 

He is described as six feet 
tall, weighing 215 pounds and 
has a fair complexion with ha¬ 
zel eyes and shoulder length 
brown hair. 

The Bowden minimum secu¬ 
rity unit is located adjacent to 
the main medium security facil¬ 
ity and currently is home to 80 
inmates. 

Inmates who are sent to the 
minimum security unit of the 
prison are those classified as 
low escape risks, low risk to the 
public in the event of an escape, 
and have been progressing well 
in their correctional plan. Irvine 
apparently fell into that cat¬ 
egory, but has proved the sys¬ 
tem was wrong. 

The Correctional Service of 
Canada is busy conducting a 
complete investigation into the 
circumstances surrounding the 
escape. 

Anyone who thinks they may 
have seen Irvine or knows of 
his whereabouts are asked to 
call the RCMP. 
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New RCMP detachment to be built by next year

The town has said thanks, 
but no thanks, to moving the 
RCMP into the provincial build¬ 
ing and now plan to build a new 
detachment. 

Town officials report that 
they have sent a letter to the 
Minister of Infrastructure to 
decline the opportunity to move 
the overcrowded RCMP station 
into the empty half of the court 
building on 15 Ave. 

It took years of struggling 
with the provincial public works 
department to get the approval 
to move the RCMP into the 
same building as the courthouse. 
The provincial judge only made 
his decision to allow the move a 
couple of months ago. 

However, Evan Parliament, 


town CAO, says that because 
they were unable to get a rea¬ 
sonable lease rate, it was dis¬ 
covered through analysis that 
there were more cost effective 
ways of increasing the size of 
the RCMP detachment. 

Mayor Ray Lea says that leas¬ 
ing does not make sense in this 
case, once the numbers have 
been crunched, because retro¬ 
fitting is expensive. Also, an 
addition would be needed still to 
that building to make it the 622 
square metres the RCMP need. 

"The construction of this ad¬ 
dition would be at a cost to the 
taxpayers of Didsbury, but would 
remain the property of the Prov¬ 
ince of Alberta," explains Parlia¬ 
ment. Leaseholders improve¬ 
ments stay with the property. 


Lea has another concern 
about leasing the existing struc¬ 
ture. 

"In leasing, you do not con¬ 
trol your own destiny," says 
Lea. He says the estimated cost 
of $796,000 to retrofit the pro¬ 
vincial building and build the 
addition, would basically be 
wasted money. 

Instead, he says the council 
believes the cost of a new de¬ 
tachment at about $995,200, 
would be better spent because 
the town would then control the 
future. 

The town has recently pur¬ 
chased and subdivided a piece of 
property on the north side of 
town, and it is felt that the 
location would be perfect for the 
building of a brand new detach¬ 


ment. 

The local RCMP are currently 
located in a building that does 
not meet the space requirements 
for their operations. There is 
only one holding cell, and since 
the move of the regional court¬ 
house to Didsbury, at least one 
or two more are needed to en¬ 
sure safety. 

Didsbury RCMP Sgt. Ron 
Platz, has said that the move 
needs to be made as quickly as 
possible before an incident oc¬ 
curs at the present location. 

He looks forward to the new 
detachment, which is likely to 
be built during next year’s con¬ 
struction season. 

At their last meeting, town 
council took a step in that direc¬ 
tion. They unanimously ap¬ 
proved the hiring of a consult- 


CAO and Coun. Gord Quantz 
was set up to examine the possi¬ 
bilities. 

The group has also been asked 
to research the possibility of 
getting some funding from the 
federal Department of Justice. 
Councillors have said they feel 
backed into a corner because 
the regional court system is caus¬ 
ing the majority of the problem, 
while funding to increase infra¬ 
structure in preparation for the 
change never followed. Lea says 
he is optimistic that there may 
be dollars somewhere in the jus¬ 
tice system that would help the 
town to cover the debt created 
by carrying through with either 
available option. 

Lea adds that he and the 
council were very appreciative 
of the MLA and the judge who 



ant to review the plans, costs 
and put the major project out 
for tender. 

"We're on the way," says Lea. 

In addition, at councils sug¬ 
gestion, a council committee 
consisting of the mayor, the

He had hoped that there would be some assurance in the 
response from the minister that the local hospital, and many 
other rural facilities, would be marketed to bigger and back 
logged regions, like Calgary. 

However, he also has another idea. He says he believes there 
is hope to protect the hospital by increasing usage. Marz 
explains the province has been discussing the concept of "Rural 
Centres of Excellence." He believes that the idea is to increase 
utilization of rural medical centres by creating an atmosphere 
whereby the hospital would specialize in the treatment of a 
certain disease or problem. Then, patients with those prob¬ 
lems, and doctors with those specialities could use the facili¬ 
ties, thereby increasing usage and protecting the future of 
rural hospitals like Didsbury's. He says he has plans to meet 
with the local health authority in September to look at some 
possibilities. 

But, he admits there are some hard feelings between the 
towns and regions that need to be addressed before any 
cooperation is likely to take place. 

"I think more open communication is probably the key to 
solving a lot of the problems," says Marz who says he will 
attempt to help mend some of the bridges. He also admits that 
he too may have made some mistakes in his attempt to deal 
with the problems. 

"I don't have the answers, but I have some ideas," he says. 


Region admits communication problem 

The health authority says it is willing to cooperate to mend 
some of the problems that have been festering between them 
and the community over the past couple of years. 

Local board representative, Jim Turner acknowledges the 
message sent to the town by the health minister that commu¬ 
nication needs to be improved and so does the board. 

Turner says they have already examined some way to close 
the gap. 

"The board has had some community meetings in a variety 
of communities in the east of the region and they are looking 
at holding several of these meetings in the Didsbury area in the 
fall. The hope of the meetings is that we can improve the 
communication we have with the community and respond to 
any questions they have," said Turner. 

He says that although the board has not formally discussed 
the Health Minister's response to the request for a corporate 
review of their operations, he says they have been attempting 
to open doors of communication. 

In fact, Turner made a motion during the Health Authority 
5 board meeting last week that the region promote the fact that 
their meetings are open to anyone who wants to speak directly 
with the board. Citizens or groups can book time at the 
beginning of the board's agenda to discuss any issues that they 
wish to bring directly to the board.

1. The events surrounding the 
tragic death of Karman Willis; 

2. The conduct of the RCMP 
in relation to the actions and 
methodologies employed in the 
investigation of oil site vandal¬ 
ism and the treatment of the 
Trickle Creek community; and 

3. The impact of the oil and 
gas industry on human health. 

Alberta leaders will be asked 
to approach the provincial and 
federal governments to unite in 
bringing an end to the ongoing 
violence that is tearing our prov¬ 
ince apart. The Alberta Human 


Rights Coalition believes that 
only through a non-criminal re¬ 
view, where witnesses are im¬ 
mune from prosecution, will the 
truth be told.

During the second week of 
June, John Williams, Reform's 
Treasury Board 
Critic released an¬ 
other issue of his 
now famous Waste 
Reports. This time 
it focused on a 
number of question¬ 
able films funded by 
the National Film 
Board (NFB) and 
listed other exam¬ 
ples of government 
waste. 

It's the waste by 
the NFB that I 
would like to highlight this 
week. Public accounts show 
that the NFB spent close to 
$15 million in 1997-98 to pro¬ 
duce films such as a documen¬ 
tary on Maude Barlow, enti¬ 
tled Democracy a la Maude, 
which profiles the head of the 
Council of Canadians and her 
controversial crusade for so¬ 
cial justice and economic sov¬ 
ereignty. It cost the NFB and 
we taxpayers $288,336. 

Another film entitled Bed, 
is described as a "delightful” 
look at the evolution and his¬ 
tory of the bed, which costs 
$249,007. More taxpayer 
money was spent on this film 
and on the Maude Barlow pro¬ 
file than on the documentary 
The Battle of Vimy Ridge for 
$244,159.55. The federal gov¬ 
ernment has an odd notion of 
what constitutes Canadian 
heritage. 

The NFB spent another 
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$193,672 to produce Kid Nerd, 
an off-beat look back at 
"nerdhood by 
adults who have 
come to terms 
with their 
nerdiness." 

This federal 
agency also 
spent $140,077 
to produce 
Rats, a film 
about people 
"who in some 
capacity are 
linked together 
by rats." An¬ 
other $40,526 was to produce 
Stolen Moments, a film that 


"combines the hidden aspect of 
lesbian history and of contem¬ 
porary lesbian life and culture, 
featuring well-known lesbians." 

Clearly, the NFB has dem¬ 
onstrated that when there is no 
accountability there is waste 
and not concept that the money 
spent has been taken out of the 
pockets of hard-working Cana¬ 
dians who by and large think 
this is trash. 

As my colleague John stated, 
he is "surprised that the NFB 
didn't make a movie called "Toi¬ 
let - a delightful look at how 
they can dream up exotic ways 
to flush taxpayers' money down 
the sewer."

Dear Editor, 

I am responding to the comments made by Councillor Ian 
Harvie of Mountainview County in the June 11, 1999 edition of 
the Mountain View County News. 

In an open council meeting, Councillor Harvie stated that he 
could not support a letter of endorsement to the Sundre & 
District Aquatic Society for a millennium grant application to 
build a pool in Sundre. Mr. Harvie claims that a population of 
80,000 is required to meet "operational costs. 1 ' 

The Town of Didsbury boasts a population of3,600 and we are 
very proud of our aquatic facility. This facility offers a wide 
range of activities to all patrons living in town or in the county. 
Excluding debt, the Didsbury aquatic facility pays for itself with 
the assistance of a county grant for which the town is grateful. 

My challenge to Mr. Harvie is twofold. 

Where did he concoct this 80,000 figure? This figure is totally 
erroneous. Secondly, debt is considered an investment - not an 
expense! The investment is for the children of the Town of 
Didsbury and Mountain View County. The debt payments are 
manageable and will be retired. This is called financing. 

It is a clear insult to the people of Sundre to suggest they have 
not done their homework in their quest to build an aquatic 
facility. The Didsbury Aquatic Centre is grateful of the level of 
support we receive from Olds, Sundre, Carstairs and Cremona. 
We are grateful to all those people, regardless of location, for 
their support. The Didsbury Aquatic Centre is a regional facility 
that enhances the quality of life in our region. It is not a white 
elephant requiring limitless taxpayer support. In fact, our facil¬ 
ity generates 76% of its revenues from user fees. 

I would suggest that Mr. Harvie adopt the philosophy that 
recreation facilities are an investment and not classify them as 
a financial burden.

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County gives first reading to draft dog bylaw

Fido's free roam will be lost if 
a proposed county dog bylaw is 
passed next month. 

The county finally collared a 
document that most councillors 
felt comfortable with, after a 
number of draft bylaw presenta¬ 
tions, and much debate at the 
table over the last few months. 

The final draft, that received 
first reading last week, specifi¬ 
cally addresses vicious dogs, and 
dogs running at large. 


The discussion of a 
dog bylaw had come to 
the table a number of 
months ago. The coun¬ 
cil asked administration 
to draft a bylaw for re¬ 
view. 

However, the first 
draft that came to the 
table was defeated be¬ 
cause many of the coun¬ 
cillors felt the document 
was too cumbersome, at 
ten pages, and would be 
confusing to both the 
public and those appointed to 
enforce it. 

The bylaw died on the table 
at that time despite encourage¬ 
ment from administration that 
a new bylaw was needed to re¬ 
place an outdated and antique 
bylaw from the 1950s. 

However, Coun. Diane Davies 
would not let the issue escape. 
She put forward a notice of 
motion at the May meeting and 
asked the administration to 
draft another version, that 


would be smaller but would in¬ 
clude the issues in the county 
that need to be addressed. 

Assistant county commis¬ 
sioner, Tony Martens said, 
"That was a prudent thing to 
do." 

He again told the council that 
his office is receiving many phone 
calls from residents with com¬ 
plaints about dogs, and with an 
appropriate bylaw in place, the 
county can address those con¬ 
cerns. 

The revised, six page bylaw, 
was a short as it could be, said 
Martens indicating that he had 
consulted with legal counsel to 
be sure that everything that 
needed to be was included. 

Martens also consulted with 
a number of kennel clubs to 
identify those dogs that were 
bred to be vicious and should be 
addressed in the bylaw. 

As a result, pitbull terriers, 
American pitbull terriers, and 
the common pitbull have been 
identified as restricted animals. 




While some councillors won¬ 
dered about the fairness of pin¬ 
pointing that specific breed, 
Martens said that is research¬ 
ing the bylaw he found that 
these particular dogs were the 
most likely to attack. 

"They are specifically bred 
for aggressiveness," said Mar¬ 
tens. A vicious dog is any dog 
that is identified as having a 
violent disposition, no matter 
what breed. Both vicious and 
restricted dogs, according to the 
draft bylaw, must be confined at 
all times either indoors or in a 
enclosed and locked kennel 
structure on the owners prop¬ 
erty. They must also be leashed 
when not on the owner's prop¬ 
erty. 

Any dog found to be running 
at large can be captured and 
sent to a county appointed dog 
catcher for a period of 72 hours 
before being destroyed. 

Coun. Ian Harvie had con¬ 
cerns with this portion of the 
draft bylaw. He said that he 
worried that an owner may not 
discover that their dog is miss¬ 
ing in time to rescue it from a 
shelter. But, Davies said that if 
the owner did not notice for that 
length of time they are obvi¬ 
ously not caring appropriately 
for the animal anyway. 

In addition, Martens added 


that there is a provision in the 
bylaw that indicates that "every 
effort shall be made to locate the 
owner of a dog if it is tattooed or 
has a microchip placed in its ear 
for identification purposes." 

The fines for most of the 
breaches of this draft bylaw 
would range from $75 for a dog 
at large to $100 for a restricted 
dog being found to be running 
at large. However, there is pro¬ 
vision in the bylaw for fines up 
to $500. 

Because only the first read¬ 
ing was given to the bylaw, 
councillors were instructed to 
take the document to their con¬ 
stituents to determine the resi¬ 
dent level of support and get 
additional feedback on the spe¬ 
cifics. 

Harvie wanted to table to 
bylaw for a couple of months to 
give more time for feedback, 
however other councillors felt 
that they would probably have 
enough time to review the docu¬ 
ment with citizens by the next 
meeting. 

"By next meeting, if we have 
a clear picture, we can go ahead," 
said Reeve Pat James. 

Copies of the draft bylaw are 
available from couty council¬ 
lors, or the county office for 
public review. 


Grants boost road 
sidewalk program

The town will save almost 
$166,000 on the street improve¬ 
ment program this year. 

The cost savings will allow 
the town to complete all of the 
approved projects that were in 
the 1999 budget, instead of hav¬ 
ing to pick and choose the most 
important. 

Wes Yeoman admits that 
when he first heard about the 
Resource Road Program he was 
sceptical that the town would 
be approved for any funding 
because it was only last year 
that the program provided funds 
to repave 15 Ave. But, he de¬ 
cided to try for the money any¬ 
way. 

To get the grant it was neces¬ 


sary for the town to prove that 
the roads in question were used 
as major resource roads by in¬ 
dustry in the community. 

The project that the cost sav¬ 
ings will be incurred is the re¬ 
construction of 23 St. at the 
north and south ends. The total 
project cost was estimated at 
$221,000, and the Resource Road 
Program has agreed to cover 
$165,750, or 75% of the project. 

The other projects in the plans 
for the 1999 construction sea¬ 
son have been partially funded 
by the Street Improvement 
Grants provided by the prov¬ 
ince. 

In total, including both 
grants, the town has received 
about $279,000 in street and

LEARNING HOW TO WRITE IS CRITICAL PART 
OF EDUCATION 

QUESTION: I've always had an interest in creative 
writing, primarily because I had a teacher who encouraged 
me to express myself and gave me the skills to do it. My 
kids, however, have not had that exposure. The school 
system just doesn't teach writing skills anymore. How did 
you come to be a writer, and how might I give my children 
a nudge in that direction? 

DR. DOBSON: It is true that writing skills are seldom 
taught today. That was evident a while back when I was 
considering hiring a Ph.D. candidate from a large univer¬ 
sity. I called her major professor for a recommendation. He 
spoke highly of this woman and said he was sure she would 
do a good job for me. I then asked if she was an adequate 
writer. He said, "Are you kidding? None of my students 
have strong writing skills. Young people don't learn to put 
their thoughts on paper these days." He was right! 

It hasn't always been that way. I remember diagram¬ 
ming sentences and learning parts of speech when I was in 
elementary school. It was a major part of the curriculum. 
Also, my parents encouraged and helped me grow in this 
area. I wrote a letter to a friend when I was 9 years old. My 
mother then suggested that we read it together. I had 
written, "Dear Tom, how are you? I am just fine." My mom 
asked me if I thought that sounded a little boring. She said, 
"You haven't said anything. You used a few words, but they 
have no meaning." I never wrote those phrases again, 
although that is the typical way a child begins a letter. 

Looking back, I can see how, even at an early age, my 
mother was teaching me to write. In addition, I was also 
fortunate to have a few English teachers who were deter¬ 
mined to teach me the fundamentals of composition. I had 
one in high school and another in college who insisted that 
I learn grammar and composition. They nearly beat me to 
death, but I'm glad they did. I earn a living today, at least 
in part, with the skills they gave to me. I would especially 
like to say "thanks" to Dr. Ed Harwood. His classes were 
like Marine boot camp, but what I learned there was 
priceless. 

It's not terribly difficult or time-consuming to encourage 
and teach kids some of the basics of grammar and compo¬ 
sition. One approach is to ask a family member to corre¬ 
spond with your child and encourage him or her to write 
back. Then when the reply is written, sprinkle a few 
corrections, such as the one my mother offered, with a 
generous portion of praise. Finally, entice that youngster 
to engage in a little creative expression. As for what you 
can do to compensate for the de-emphasis on writing in 
school, I really don't know — except to seek instruction 
outside the classroom. 

The teaching of writing has gone out of style — much like 
the old "homemaking" classes for girls. But it is an incred¬ 
ibly valuable craft that your child can use in a wide variety 
of settings. Don't let him or her grow up without develop¬ 
ing it.

Don't deny children the chance

Jesus said, "Let the children 
come to me and do not hinder 
them." (Matt 19:14) 

Could it be that we are hin¬ 
dering our children from know¬ 
ing Christ because we deny them 
the community of the church? 
We deny them an opportunity 
to enter into the experience of 
coming to know the love of 
Jesus Christ through others. 

We make sure our children 
are involved in the community 
activities of school, sports, mu¬ 
sic and social groups but we do 
not always see the necessity of 
bringing them into the caring, 
worshipping church commu¬ 
nity. Others things take prior¬ 
ity; we're too busy, too tired 
after a late night, we're work¬ 
ing, doing laundry, visiting fam¬ 
ily. We can find a thousand 
reasons why we do not come to 
church. 

Yet Jesus did not suggest 
that we bring our children to 
Him when we feel like it. He 
said, "Let the children come to 
me and do not hinder them." He 
even said we should become 
more like a child. A child has an 
openness, a spontaneity, a love 
of life that we are called to 
emulate. Their honesty and 
trusting ways reveal a way for 
us to come to know Christ. 
When they come to church they 
hear the scriptures being read. 
They listen to God's word. The 
Good News is essential for the 
growth of a child. Children need 
a spiritual foundation in life so 
they can make good and sound 
decisions, live a healthy and 
wholesome life. To do this they 


need to be helped, not hindered, 
in experiencing the love of God 
through their parents and con¬ 
tact with many communities 
including the community of 
faith. Raisinga child today takes 
a whole community. The people 
of a community need to sit at 
the feet of Jesus to raise a child. 

In today's world we are told 
constantly that our meaning, 
our very lives depend almost 
without exception on being rec¬ 
ognized for our accomplish¬ 
ments. This seems to be what 
the world values. However, it is 
not what Jesus sought. Why 
did he say, "do not hinder the 
children from coming to me?" 
Because Jesus wanted the chil¬ 
dren to know him. 

For Jesus, what we do is not 
half as important as who we 
are. Abilities and awards do not 
impress God. The only thing 
that really matters in the end is 
what kind of person we are and 
only God really knows the an¬ 
swer to that. Jesus called the 
children to have a relationship 
with him. It is only by cultivat¬ 
ing that relationship, by being 
part of the love and caring of a 
church community, that a child 
will learn about Jesus Christ 
and experience His love for them. 
Enabling a child to come to 
know Jesus Christ is one of the 
best gifts a parent can give a 
child, because through Jesus 
Christ a child comes to know 
God. 

Kathleen Norris, in her book 
The Cloister Walk, tells the 
story of a fifth grader who wrote 
a poem about someone who he 
loved. He titled it "My very first 
dad." In the poem the boy wrote 
that he remembered his dad like 
God in his heart, he remem¬ 
bered his love, a love that was 
big as Texas. The only thing is 
that this young boy had never 
known his dad; he had skipped 
town the day he was born. But 
what is revealed is an ache that 
lodged itself deep within a child's

heart. There are many children 
today who have an ache, a long¬ 
ing for a love from a No. 1 Dad, 
a love that is as big as Texas, as 
big as Alberta, as big as the 
whole world.

Alberta's Net Debt Gone 


As of the end of June, Alberta no longer has a net debt. After 
six years of aggressive debt repayment, $8.3 billion has been 
paid toward the total provincial debt, reducing the amount 
the province owes to less than it owns. 

Elimination of the net debt came nearly a year ahead of 
schedule thanks to a higher than expected budget surplus in 
the 1998/99 budget year due, in part, to the rise in oil prices. 
As a result, the province was able to pay $1.03 billion at the 
end of the budget year. The remaining $63 million net debt 
was paid off at the end of June. 

Alberta can now focus on paying down the accumulated 
debt of $14 billion. The accumulated debt is that part of the 
total debt met by provincial assets. As the debt decreases, the 
amount of money saved on interest costs increases, freeing up 
funds for program spending in priority areas like health, 
learning and infrastructure.

The efforts made to eliminate provincial debt are paying off in 
other ways. Alberta also has the country’s highest credit rating, 
allowing the province to benefit from lower borrowing costs. 


Provincial Economy 
Remains Strong 


Despite roller coaster oil prices 
and recent turmoil in the Asian 
markets, Alberta’s economy 
continues to grow. With 
increasing diversity in the 
provincial economy, Alberta is 
better able to weather the volatile 
resource markets. 

The numbers prove it. From 
January to March of 1999, there 
were: 

• 3,922 building starts. 

• $903 million in building permits 
issued, 

• $7.5 billion in manufacturing 
shipments. 

• $6.2 billion in retail trade, and 

• 137,400 international visitors 

Currently there are 492 major 
capital projects, valued at more 
than $42 billion, either planned,

The employment numbers also 
show growth. Alberta has the 
highest workforce participation 
rate and the second lowest 
unemployment rate in the 
country. 


Funding Increases for 
Infrastructure 

Alberta is coping with the challenges of growth, 
including the demand on the province’s 
infrastructure that comes from an increasing 
population and industrial development. An 
additional $150 million in the infrastructure 
budget, announced in March, will help the 
province manage those challenges. 

The additional $150 million is the first 
installment of a three-year infrastructure plan 
totaling $450 million. It puts into action the 
recommendations of the Premier’s Task Force on 
Infrastructure. 

The increase is aimed at maintaining 
and improving Alberta’s transportation 
infrastructure, vital to the economic strength of 
the province. Under the budget, $29 million has 
been allocated to the rural component of the 
North/South Trade Corridor and the rural 
primary highway system. The remaining funding 
will assist Alberta’s municipalities with their 
transportation infrastructure needs. The funding 
is in addition to the $99.4 million in grants given 
to municipalities in 1999-2000. 


DID YOU KNOW? 


Alberta will save more than $650 million 
a year In interest charges because the net 
debt has been paid off - money that can be 
applied to programs and services that are 
priorities for Albertans. 


New Palliative Drug Program 


Spending in priority areas like health 
and learning will increase by $16 billion, 
spread over the next three years. 


Palliative care patients who choose to 
remain at home can now benefit from 
a new program which helps reduce the 
significant financial burden of the cost 
of drugs. 

The $3 million Palliative Care Drug 
Program, launched in February, offers 
premium-free Alberta Blue Cross 
coverage for Alberta patients 
diagnosed as palliative. It supports the 
costs of necessary medications for 


patients who choose to receive 
treatment at home, in a hospice or 
lodge. 

Application for the program is made 
through a physician. All start-up costs 
and the usual Blue Cross premiums 
are waived. Under the program, 
patients pay 30 per cent of the drug 
costs, to a maximum of $25 per 
prescription. Out-of-pocket expenses 
for each patient are limited to $1000. 


Productive 
Session 
Wrapped Up 

The Alberta Legislature spring session 
wrapped up in mid-May after passing 
36 pieces of legislation and 
announcing more than 40 new 
initiatives. Highlights include Budget 
’99, the Task Force on Children 
at Risk, a new provincial debt- 
repayment plan, a public-private 
partnership on climate change, 
protection of the Whaleback region, 
legislation to remove video lottery 
terminals and an overhaul of the 
highway traffic laws. 

Legislation passed included: 

• Fiscal Responsibility Act - requires 
paying off the remaining accumulated 
debt over the next 25 years 

• School Amendment Act - revised to 
update responsibilities of administrators 
and educators 

• Traffic Safety Act - one simplified piece 
of legislation overseeing all aspects of 
traffic safety 

• Assured Income for the Severely 
Handicapped Act - improves the 
program and benefits for AISH recipients 

• Protection of Family Against Violence 
Act gives police more power to protect 
families from domestic violence. 


Ambulance 
Funding Increases 

Funding for ground ambulance 
services will increase this year by $1.4 
million. The additional funding 
will be spent to enhance service 
throughout the province. A portion 
of the funding will expand a grant 
program used to assist ambulance 
operators with training. 

The grant program was first 
introduced last year. It allows 
ambulance operators the chance 
to upgrade their treatment and 
emergency driving skills. T his means 
Albertans in all areas of the province 
can benefit from enhanced 
ambulance and emergency response 
service. 


The value of all goods, services and 
products produced in Alberta in 1998 
was worth more than $102 billion.

Browning of evergreens 
show's up with warmer tem¬ 
peratures of spring, especially 
after a mild winter. Browning 
affects the appearance and 
growth of highly prized ever¬ 
greens and in cases where se¬ 
vere injury occurs and most of 
the needles are lost, the plant 
can die. 

"Browning can be very se¬ 
lective where it appears on the 
tree or shrub," said Shelley 
Barkley, information officer 
at Alberta Agriculture, Food 
and Rural Development's Crop

"It can occur on a few 
branches at the top or sides, 
on one side or on the entire 
tree. Each evergreen will re¬ 
spond with different colours, 
cedar leaf scales will fade from 
green to light tan or reddish- 
brown. 

Branches or branchlets of 
junipers turn brown or orange. 
The needles of spruce and pine 
turn brown, yellow or even a 
pinkish colour and Colorado 
blue spruce can turn a pur¬ 
plish-brown.” 

Winter drying of needles oc¬ 
curs in warm winters as mois¬ 
ture is continuously being lost 
through the needles and can't 
be replaced as the roots are in 
a dormant state. Winds, ei¬ 
ther warm or cold, suck the 
moisture from the needles. 
Sometimes the snow-cover line 
may be noticeable, since the 
snow offers protection from 
drying. On warm, sunny win¬ 


ter days, radiation from the 
sun or reflection from snow 
and light-colored buildings can 
increase the leaf temperature 
to 20 degrees Celsius over air 
temperatures. 

This will cause moisture in 
the stems and branches to be¬ 
come exhausted. 

"Careful pruning will be re¬ 
quired to restore the form of 
the evergreen but wait with 
the pruning until you are sure 
what is dead and what is going 
to grow," said Barkley. "If the 
soil in the root zone is dry, 
give the planet a good soaking 
now, to prevent further dry¬ 
ing damage. 

"Dealing with browning is a 
matter of prevention. Keep ev¬ 
ergreens well watered during 
the spring and summer, but 
don't drown, and fertilize very 
lightly, if at all. Keep plants 
pest free. Water well late in 
the fall, to make sure the plant 
is as pumped full of water as 
possible."

Relax! 

It maybe somethingthat many 
would like to do, but have a 
hard time scheduling it into a 
hectic day. But, with the new 
flexibility of a clinic in Didsbury 
who can help, it just might be 
possible. 

Four local massage thera¬ 
pists moved into their own build¬ 
ing on Main Street on June 7. 

Joyce Bayfield, who owns the 
new clinic, says most of the 
therapists used to operate out of 
one small room at the local 
chiropractor's clinic. However, 
they soon outgrew the small 
facility, and decided to expand 
their horizons. 

The horizon falls on the Dids¬ 
bury Massage Clinic. It is a cozy 
and soothing atmosphere just 
walking into the renovated 
building. It is housed in what 
used to be a veterinary clinic, 
and at one time the local doc¬ 
tor's clinic, next to the dentist's 
office. 

Bayfield hopes the good his¬ 
tory of the building will befall 
on their business, and so far it 
has. 

"Right now our bookings are 
pretty full for what we've got 
open," says Bayfield sitting in 
the warmly decorated waiting 
area. 

She says she believes part of 
the good response was because 
many of the therapists had built 
up loyal clientele while working 
out of the chiropractor's office. 
However, because each thera¬ 
pist only had a certain shift in 
the one room facility, some cli¬ 
entele were slowly moving away 
from the therapy that many 
needed. 

"We already have quite a few 
new clients," she says. 

The new location, with two 
fully operating massage treat¬ 


ment rooms and a more flexible 
schedule allows for some of that 
clientele to return. 

"We can accommodate people 
better and do some different types 
of therapy," says Bayfield. 

Bayfield has also used some 
of the space to expand what the 
therapists can offer to their cli¬ 
ents. 

A new concept, a Relax Room, 
as it is called has been set up in 
yet another room at the clinic. 
The room is set aside to set an 
atmosphere for complete relaxa¬ 
tion. Inside aromatherapy will 
waft through the room as the 
client listens to soft soothing 
sounds on the speaker system 
and lays on soothing heat packs. 

Bayfield says this is a perfect 
start or finish to a massage 
experience. 

In fact, she hopes to enable 
clients to set this atmosphere at 
home. The plan is to expand not 
just the therapies available, but 
also reach into the product mar¬ 
ket. Bayfield says she plans to 
stock some of those essential 
oils and heat packs that help 
make the mood just right when 
relaxing at the clinic. 

Another new service that has 
never been available before is 
what is called on-site massage. 
This service is for the person 
who can't even find an hour for 
a full treatment. Bayfield says 
there is a separate room set up 
where clients can come for a 
quick 15 minute neck and shoul¬ 
ders tension massage. 

There is also the traditional, 
and simply spoiling massage. 

There are four registered 
massage therapists who will be 
based out of the clinic. Bayfield, 
Bev Devolin (Zwart), Chris 
Shultz and Colin Oshoway are 
working out their schedules in 
awe of the new flexibility. 

"Everybody’s pretty excited 


about it all," says Bayfield. 

The whole industry of mas¬ 
sage therapy has exploded over 
the past few years, which is the 
very reason why the clinic was 
needed in the community, be¬ 
lieves Bayfield. 

"I think people have a much 
faster pace of living these days 
and there is a lot more stress. 
You need to take time to relax," 
she says. A massage can help, 
she says, and that is why many 
doctors are now referring their 
clients to massage therapy. 

"People are getting good re¬ 
sults," she says. 

The Didsbury Massage Clinic 


is open Monday, Tuesday and 
Thursday from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. 
On Wednesday they are avail¬ 
able from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. and 
Fridays from 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
Weekend appointments will also 
be accommodated for clients 
who wish to book in their down¬ 
time. They also now have full¬ 
time weekday reception from 
9a.m. to 4 p.m. for appointment 
bookings. 

All this talk of relaxation is 
maybe what Bayfield could use 
a little of herself. 

The past months and weeks 
have given her a little tension of 
her own getting the whole busi¬ 


ness running. She says she 
drove by the building on the 
Easter weekend and had the 
urge to take a look. She'd 
thought about opening her own 
clinic after being in the 
chiropractor's office for seven 
and half years, and the opportu¬ 
nity seemed to throw itself in 
her path. She bought it, and 
began planning, and the hard 
work of renovations soon there¬ 
after. 

But, now that everything 
seems to be running smoothly, 
she can, well, - RELAX! So can 
everyone else in the hands of the 
massage therapists at the clinic. 
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Massage therapists, Bev Devolin 
(Zwart), Joyce Bayfield, and Chris 
Shultz welcome you to their new 
place of business.

Financial support 
for producers 

Transport Minister David Collenette announced on June 10 
additional financial support for producers to allow them to 
participate in working groups and committees that are preparing 
recommendations on grain handling and transportation reform in 
Canada. 

"On May 21, I announced that the federal government would 
make funding available to cover travel expenses for producers 
participating in these discussions," said Collenette. "Decisions 
regarding proposed changes must be made very quickly, and we 
recognize that this imposes additional pressure in the middle of the 
1999 planting season. We feel this is a unique situation where 
funding is warranted. That’s why we are adding a fixed per diem" 

In addition to federal binding to cover travel expenses, includ¬ 
ing accommodations and meals, grain producers serving on the 
steering committee or any of the working groups that have been 
established to provide input will now also be paid a per diem 
amount for scheduled meetings.

"This funding will ensure that producers have a say in the 
very important issue of grain handling and transportation 
reform," said Agriculture and Agri-Food Minister Lyle Vanclief. 
"With all stakeholders working together, we are confident that 
a better and more effective system of grain handling will be 
created for Western Canadians." 

Collenette recently appointed Arthur Kroeger to work with 
industry stakeholders, including producers, and prepare rec¬ 
ommendations by Sept. 30, 1999, on the changes necessary to 
implement a grain handling and transportation reform pack¬ 
age by crop year 2000-2001. Consultations are scheduled to 
take place from June to September 1999. 

The reform will be based on a framework developed by 
Justice Willard Estey that calls for a more commercially 
oriented grain handling and transportation system. Justice 
Estey was appointed in December 1997 to conduct a review, 
during which he examined all aspects of the system, including 
institutional, legislative and regulatory, physical, and opera¬ 
tional issues. 

"The process is well underway," said Collenette. "I am 
optimistic that the people involved will work together for the 
betterment of the Western grain handling and transportation 
system."

Riparian areas important to all 


ALBERTA AGRICULTURE, FOOD AND RURAL DEVELOPMENT 


There is a direct relationship 
between land management prac¬ 
tices and water. Whether land is 
used for pasture, crops, industry 
or recreation, how it is used has 
a direct effect on water flow and 
water quality. 

"A riparian area isn't just the 
bank and the water flowing in a 
creek, it includes the whole green 
zone' along streams, river 
wetlands and lakes," says Barry 
Adams, range management spe¬ 
cialist with Alberta Agriculture, 
Food and Rural Development. 
"Riparian areas are formed 
through the interaction of soils, 
water and vegetation. If one of 
these components changes, the 
other two also change. If water 
levels drop, vegetation suffers. If 


vegetation is lost, the 
streambanks and soil become 
exposed and then, due to in¬ 
creased runoff, the water suffers, 
too." 

There are a number of rea¬ 
sons to be concerned with the 
health of riparian areas, includ¬ 
ing protection against erosion - if 
a riparian zone is healthy and 
has enough wood shrubs, grasses 
and sedges to form a deep root 
mass, it helps stabilize the bank. 
Removal of this vegetation accel¬ 
erates stream bank cutting and 
slumping and results in a loss of 
land and water quality. Vegeta¬ 
tion of the right kind and amount 
is vital in riparian areas to act as 
a filter for nutrients and pollut¬ 
ants coming from upstream.

Healthy riparian vegetation in¬ 
creases water quality and re¬ 
duces the effects of flooding. Even 
drought effects can be reduced as 
riparian vegetation stabilizes 
streambanks, offers high water 
holding capacities and maintains 
forage production. Riparian veg¬ 
etation can be maintained and 
restored by implementing vari¬ 
ous methods of range and pas¬ 
ture management, especially ro¬ 
tational grazing practices. The 
key is providing proper amounts 
of rest after grazing. 

"For many Albertans, the 
drinking water supply, both 
quantity and quality is of grow¬ 
ing importance," says Adams. 
"Many people depend on the 
groundwater supply for drink¬ 
ing water, for the household and 
for livestock. Riparian areas help 
supply water to underground 
aquifers by acting as a holding 
tank and filtering out pollut¬ 
ants. They help ensure a steady 
and clean supply of water." 

Riparian areas are critical to 
the survival of fish, birds and 
wildlife, also. These areas are 
needed for their food and shelter, 
probably more than any other 
area on the landscape. Natu¬ 
rally, humans, as a species are 
drawn to riparian areas as well.

Review discusses several of 
NAWMP's projects and suc¬ 
cesses. 

NAWMP reflects an agree¬ 
ment between Canada, the United 
States and Mexico to conserve 
habitats important to waterfowl 
on a continental scale. To achieve 
NAWMP's goals for Alberta, 
many partners work together to 
conserve habitat, control and 


prevent crop damage, communi¬ 
cate with the public, evaluate 
research project and coordinate 
other activities. 

"The conservation efforts of 
NAWMP partners not only ben¬ 
efit waterfowl, but all Albertans 
as well as fish, wildlife and other 
birds," adds Adams.
